2* The following new processes for the production of bright stock oil 
have been developed in East Germany; 

a. Lubricant oils produced from Austrian crude oil were submitted to 
a Voltol process (Voltolisierung) at the Luetzkendorf Plant. 

b® Paraffin produced by the TTH process was submitted to a chlorination 
process in the Zeitz Troeglitz Plant* The production is currently 
about one ton a month. The viscosity rating is around 2,000 Engler 
degrees at 50 centigrades which would allow production at any 
viscosity up to 600 Engler degrees. It was planned to build a large 
installation, using the Zeitz process, near Zeits with an East 
German government subsidy of 1,500,000 eastmarks in order to meet 
domestic requirements of 16,0^ tons of automobile oil with a 
viscosity rating of 6 Engler degrees at 50 centigrades. However, the 
requested construction of the new installation was refused by the Russians 
without explanation. Source assumes that patent rights may have been 
involved with this decision. The patent application had been made in 
Moscow.
